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PREFACE. 



THE advantages of a publication of 
this kind to the practitioner in 
medicine, are ('tis prefumed) too obvious 
to need enumeration ; I mail, therefore, 
only premife a few neceflary obfervations 
relative to the work itfelf. 

I. The dofes of medicines, &c. are* 
/et down as for adults -, and therefore, the 
prefciiber will eafily vary them for other 
ages. For example, children of two years 
old may, in general, take about a third 
part of thedcfes for adults, or a little more ; 
and fo in proportion for other ages, the 
ccnfiitutkn being alio confidered. 

II. Where it could conveniently be done;.. 
I have mentioned the intervals at which 
the medicines aie to be. repeated : but 
thefe may be va:ied at the prefciiber^ 

uifcreticn, Fvi brevity's fake I have in 
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many places, ufed the word frequenter \ by 
■which I Would have it understood, that 
every three, four, fix, eight, &c. hours are 
meant, according to the exigency of the 
cafe. 

III. When any particular indication is 
to be obferved, the citifies (as cathartics, 
diuretics, aftiingents, &c.) may be referred 
to j under which heads, as many of the 
compofitions and fimples as were judged 
neceiiary, are arranged. 

IV. The limits afilgncd to the work 
would not admit of formula ; nor do I 
think them by any means neceflary. The 
dofes of all the articles uiually adminiftered 
are fet down ; and I will not fuppofe, that 
there is any medical practitioner, who can- 
not give directions for making them into 
draughts, bolufes, or odicr forms that may 
fc>e required. The vehicles mould be ei- 
ther perfectly innocent, (as aq. pura, fyr. 
fimp. &c.) or of fimilar virtues with the 
medicines to be given. And if two articles 
«f the iw virtues (cathartics, for example) 

are 
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are employed, it fcarce need be mentioned, 
that the dofe of each rriuft be proportion- 
ably Ids. It may be added, that ingredients 
of a volatile nature fhould be given in a 
liquid form, left their virtues exhale ; very 
naufecus ones mould, if convenient, be 
given in the form of pills or bolufes. 

V. In the alphabet I have, for the mofl 
part, made ufe of Englifh names j or at 
leaft, have ufually referred from thofe 
where technical ones are employed. 

This work was drawn up originally for 
my own ufe, and in the courfe of practice, 
I have found it very convenient to refer to 
occafionaliy. It was the opinion of thofe 
medical Gendemcn who fawtheM.S. that 
it would be equally ufeful to others, and 
this was my motive for making it public. 
If it aflifts the practitioner's memory in 
matters already known, (at leaft till he has 
leifiire to coniult larger works, where 
neceiTary) my defign is anfwered, 
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ABORTION. 

SYMPTOMS. Pain in; the hack, loins, and 
lower part of the belly; fhiverings ; a flux 
of blood from the womb ; naufea, anxiety, palpi- 
tation of the her.rt, fyncope, an opening and 
moiirure of the os tinea?. M©ft commonly hap- 
pens between the fecond and fourth months of 
pregnancy, though it may occur later. It, may 
be occafioned by frights, fall?, ftrong emetics or 
cathartics, or by any violent commotion of body 
or mind. 

Treatment. Bleeding is neceflary if the 
pulfe wdl bear it. The medicines fhould be of the 
tonic and fedative kind, as tincl:. rofar. or decoft. 
cort. with tincl:. tlieb. The body (hould be kept 
lax with clyfters, or otherwife ; the diet light 
broths, and the like ; and the patient thould be 
kept very ftill and quiet in bed. 

If, neverthelefs, abortion follows, difcontinue 
the corroborants, and give fpermaceti medicines 
with tin6t. theb, &c, as after child-birth.

Treatment. Firft give an emetic, and aften- 
wards a gentle cathartic. Ifnfc intern -ifiions are 
not regular, faline febrifuges ihould be admiriifter- 
ed tiH that objection is removed j then give the 
bark, in fubftance gj. every two hours during th e 
intermiflion, adding tindr. theb. or other aftrin- 
gent if it runs oft" by ftool. If the ftomachwill 
not bear the powder, give it in decoction, infufion, 
or the extract in pills. Pulv. fl. chamjem. 
chalybs. rad. ferp. virg. elix: vitr. acid, or t. theb. 
maybe added according to circumfrances. The 
repetitions may be lefs frequent after the fit has 
been miffed. o.ice or twice..

Symptoms. Giddinefs in the head, alternate 
heat and cold, and at length, after fome hours, 
conftant great heat : fometimes vomiting or 
purging ; pains in the head $ eyes inflamed and 
watery, as in the meafles ; anxiety, faintnefs, fore 
throat, with florid colour ; or elfe, a broad 
irregular fpot, of a pale white colour, furrounded 
with red. On the fecond or third day the 
face, neck, breafr, and hands fwelled, and as if 
eryfipeiatous ; an efHorefcence of many fmall red 
pimples fometimes appear on the arms and other 
parts. The throat floughs, ulcerates, and is very 

painful. 
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painful. Offenfive tafte, and delirium towards 
night. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding and evacua- 
tion, gentle fudorifics excepted ; and purgings 
(hould be checked. Give firft a gentle emetic, 
then medicines with contrayerva and conf. car- 
diac ; or deco<5tion of bark. Gargle, or rather 
fyringe the throat with decoel. peel, cum rad. 
contray. to which^ vinegar, myrrh, and honey of 
rofes may be added. If the floughs do not 
feparate, touch them with a raa; dipped in a 
mixture of mel. aegypt. gj. and ?ij. of the pre- 
ceding gargle ; or gargle with water acidulated 
with fp. of fait. To reftore the patient give 
bark and elix. vitrioli, with proper ftrengthenin^ 
diet.

APOPLEXY. 

Symptoms. A fudden privation of fenfation, 
and voluntary motion. The face red, and bloat- 
ed ; the mouth commonly open ; the pulfe 
ftrong and quick, efpecially at fir ft j refpi ration 
ftrong, and attended with fnorting. 

Treatment. Bleed freely, and apply cup* 
ping-glafles to the head, neck, or between the 
fhoulders ; ftrong clyfters and cathartics ; blifters 
fhould be applied to the back and legs, and 
finapifms to the feet. Medicines of the warm 
nervous kind, as caftor, valerian, camphire, afTi- 
foetida, and volatile falts, {hould frequently be 
adninifterecL 

Authors diftinguifh between zfanguincous and 
pituitous -apoplexy : The firft ariiing from a 
turgidnefs of the veflels of the brain j the Iafir, 
from ferous matter in the ventricles. In the 
latter cafe, emetics of the antimonial kind are 
fen iceable, though often hurtful in the former ; 
bleeding (hould aifo be prefcribed with caution in 
the latter. A loft, mild, and opening vegetable: 
regimen is prefcribed for patients fubje6l to the 
fanguineous, and a contrary one, with exercife, 
for fuch as are recovered from a pituitous 
apoplexy.

Treatment. If an acid in the ftomach be 
the caufe, vomit, and give teftaceous powders, 
magnefia, or alcalis. If worm?, give anthelmin- 
tics. If it be natural, or proceeds from other 
caufes, oils, fat meat?, and broths, milk, and flour 
diet will be proper. Alfo opiates ; fmoaking 
tobacco is likewife of fervice.

Symptoms. A difHculty of breathing, attend- 
ed with wheezing ; it returns at intervals ; is 
preceded by difinclination to motion, lofs of 
appetite, oppreflion, flatulency, and frequent 
eruitations. At length, the cheeks become red, 
fee eye? prominent, and there is fuch an anxiety 
and fenfe of fuffocation, that the patient can only 
breathe in an erecT: poilure, and can fcarce fpeafc 
.©r expedorate. If he happens to fleep he fnores 

much j 
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much y at the height of the fit 15 defirous of cool 
free air ; £weats about the neck and forehead ; 
coughs up a little frothy matter with great diffi- 
culty ; no fever ; pulfe extremely i'mail and weak 3 
urine pale and copious ; as the fit abates, an expec- 
toration of mucus ; the urine becomes higher 
coloured, and depofits a copious fediment. 

Treatment. During the fit bleed, if age or 
weaknefs do not forbid ; blifter between the 
fhoulders, or at the pit of the ftomach ; the body 
fliojld be opened with p-entle cathartics : then 

give the pectorals and expectorants, joined, it 
juceflary, with antifpafmodics and fedatives.

aifift medicine in the cure ; which, where nothing 
forbids, fhould be of the foft, nutritive, and 
ilrengthening kind, and eafy of digeftion ; as 
mil 1 ., calves feet, and other jellies, kc.

Violent vomiting and loofenefs, 
from bile abounding in the ftomach and bowels \ 
fharp pains, gripings, and flatulency ; third, heat, 
anxiety, pulfe quick: and unequal ; cold fweats, 
and at length fyncope, and coldnefs in the 
extremities. Chiefly attacks young perfons, and 
in the fummerand autumn. 

Treatment. Large and frequent draughts 
of chicken broth, to the quantity of a gallon or 
two ; a, id clyiters of the fame mould be contin- 
ually injected. If the vomiting continue?, give 
an infufion of oat bread, toafted brown, in water; 
afterwards cinnamon water, conf. card. ele£t. e 
fcord. or the like, with tincl. theb. An emetic 
may be proper, as alfo ripe fruit, &c. See 
Colic bilious.

fever, or pain in the bread, &c. arife. Oily, or 
fpermaceti medicines, or other pectorals, with 
opiates. If coftive, proper laxatives ; and if the 
ftomach is loaded with phlegm, an emetic ; 
where greafy medicines difagree, give pil. de 
ftyrace, pulv. e trag. c. fquills, mucilag. cydon. 
lozenges of liquorice, Sec. Blilters are very 
efficacious, as are alfo gentle fudorifics repeatedly 
taken ; with diluents and faline febrifuges, when 
the perforation is obftrucfed, and fever appears. 

COLIC, Bilious. 
Symptoms. An acute pain, and obftruclion 
in the intefrines ; accompanied with a vomiting 
of yellow or greenifh bile. A bitter tafte in 
the mouth, with great heat. The pain fometimes 
fixed about the region of the navel, fometimes 
-all over the abdomen, at other times fhifting from 
C one 
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one part to another. A pulfation and cold are 
likewife felt in the belly. Urine little or none. 
Frequently hoarfenefs, with thirft and fever. 
Mod prevalent in fummer. 

Treatment. Bleed, and give an emetic, 
with a large quantity of inf. flor. ch. or the like, 
to work it off; then give cathartics (pills chiefly, 
or ol. ricini) with opium, and opening emollient 
clyfters. If thefe fail, put the patient into the 
warm bath. If the vomiting continues, faline 
draughts, with tin&. theb. Pills of gr. ff. orgr.j. 
of crude opium are moft powerful in removing 
pain and fpafm ; and enable the cathartics to take 
the better effect. 

' COLIC, Hyjleric. 

Symptoms. This is a difeafe to which women 
of lax and grofs habits, and of irritable difpofitions, 
chiefly are fubjecl:. It begins with violent pain 
in the region of the ftomach, much green and 
yellow matter is vomited, and great lownefs of 
fpirits fucceed ; the pain goes off in a day or two, 
and frequently returns again in a few weeks with 
equal violence. Sometimes 'tis attended with, 
jaundice, which in a few days goes off. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding and purging 
unlefs plethora or coftivenefs indicate ; clear the 
ftomach with warm water, chamomile tea, &c. 
then give a carminative antifpafmodic,with opium; 
(as caftor, conf. card, philon. conf. paulin.) 
;which may be occauonally repeated. Recruit 

the 
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the ftrength with bark, bitters, air, exercife, cha- 
lybeates, &c. This diforder in men is called the 
Hypochondriac Colic, and fhould be treated in like 
manner. 

COLIC Inflammatory, or inflammation of the 
bowels. 

Symptoms. A vehement burning fixed pain 
is felt in the p.irts mofl affected, with heat of the 
whole body, quick pulfe, lofs of ftrength, anxiety 
and reftleilhefs. 

Treatment. Bleed largely^and repeat it if 
neceflary, and the pulfe will bear it ; procure 
ftools with foft mitd cathartics, as ol. ricini, oily 
mixtures with manna and tart, folub. or the like ; 
or if thsfe will not ftay, with pills of extr. cath. 
and opium ; emollient clyfters mould be fre- 
quently given, and foft emollient liquids drank j 
the bowels fhould be fomented, bladders of water, 
bags of fait or oats heated, the fkins of animals 
juft killed applied to the part j and the warm 
bath fhould be prefcribed if thefe prove ineffectual. 
In cafe of violent vomiting, give the faline 
draughts in the a<£r. of effervefcence ; and the pain 
and fpafm, if violent, may be abated with pills of 
crude opium ; blifters may be applied to the part 
affected ; the fumes of tobacco thrown up the fun- 
dament, in cafe all other cathartics fail ; or give 
quickfilver. 
COLIC Nervous, called alfo the Devonjhira

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Symptoms. Begins with a fenfe of weight or 
pain at the pit of the ftomach, attended with lofs of 
appetite, yellowhhnefs in the countenance, a flight 
naufea, and coftivenefs ; a vomiting of acrid flime, 
and green bilefucceed ; the pain often defcends 
to the navel, (hooting from thence to each fide, 
with great violence ; the inteftines feem drawn; 
to the fpine, with convuliive fpafms ; the pain 
continues without remiflion for feveral hours 
together ; pulfe as in health ; no fever, but 
rather lownefs ; when at length the pain abates, 
an odd tingling is felt along the fpina dorli, 
which extending io uie \zg% l?A 2F™ S : th «r 
J>ecome weak and paralytic. 

Treatment. Vomit feveral times with warm 
chamomile tea, then give opium in pills or other- 
wife, as alfo by clyfter ; the pain and tendon 
being removed by thefe, give gentle cathartics, 
fuch as ol, ricini, infuf.fen.with faks, and the like ; 
laxative clyfters may alfo be prefcribed ; bleed, 
af the pulfe be high ; ftools being procured, an 
ixnodyriQy carminative, and antifpafmodic may be 
given, as camphire, valerian, caftor, conf. card, 
^r the like, with opium. If the pain returns, have 
jecourfe again to opium pills ; if paralytic fymp- 
toms come on, embrocate the limbs and fpine 
with lin. vol. cum camphor, or other warm lini- 
ment. If convuldons, give mufk with opium. 
After the diforder, bark, with bitters and rhubarb, 
ftiould be ordered ; together with a light, but 
nutritive diet. Flannel may alfo be worn round 
the waifl\ Painters 
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Painters and glaziers, who are fubje& to this 
diforder on account of the lead ufed in their work, 
rely on burnt gin, which 1 have feen them take 
with furprizing fuccefs. 

COLIC Stoney cr Niphritis. 

Symptoms. The colic which fometimes 
arifeth from the ftone, may be known from ths 
other kinds by the following figns : There is a 
fixed pain in the kidney, which is propagated tot 
the genitals j (tools afford' prefent relief in other 
colics, but not in this ; after eating, the pain is 
mcreafed in others, but leflened in this ; in others, 
the urine is thicker in the beginning than after- 
wards, but in this, it is at firft clear and thin, and 
afterwards lets fall gravel, and other fediment. 

Treatment. Turpentine clyfters are given 
with good effecl: j the pil. fapon. or other nephri- 
tic anodyne j care alfo being taken to keep the 
body open. But for more on this head, fee the 
article STONE. 

COLIC Wind. 

Symptoms. A wandering pain in the bowels, 
with rumblings, which abates on the expulfion of 
air; the pain is not increafed by preflure •, thirit not 
extraordinar-y ; and the pulfe but little difturbed. 

Treatment. Bleed, if the patient can bear 
it ; ftools mult be procured- by faline or other 
cathartics, and emollient clyfters ; previous to, 
which, an emetic alfo may be given if judged 
necefl'ary ;. and fomentations, or bladders of hoU 
water may l?e applied to the belly j as may 
C 2. likewiiei 
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likewife anodyne, fpirituous, and aromatic embro* 
cations, asbalf. anod. cum ol. menth.. or the like. 
j\ paflage being procured, carminatives joined 
with opium may be adminiftered j as philoru 
Lond. or the like.

diaphragm and breafts ; the expectorated matter 
purulent ; fometimes bloody and offenfive, with 
white rpufld lumps, U the fymptoms are. violent, 
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a fpitting of blood foon follows, which is thin, 
florid, and frothy ; but it afterwards becomes 
paler, and the difcharge changes at length into 
pus. Ulcers, or tubercles in the lungs, are the 
caufe. 

Treatment. Small repeated bleedings ; 
blifters kept open, and fetons ; gum ammon. 
myrrh, or ball. Peruv. with nitre, and elix. pareg. 
or pil. e ftyrac. at night ; decoct, cort. may be 
given twice a day with good effect:. While tu- 
bercles are forming, with fever and inflammation, 
avoid heating medicines, and give cooling febri- 
fuges ; if little or no fever, chalybeates are very 
efficacious ; in fpitting of blood, bleed and give 
tinct. rofar. tinct. ftypic, or the like, and keep the 
body gently open. For fweats, give elix, vitri. 
acid, or if that difagrees, the pearl julep j very 
gentle vomits of ipecacuanha may be given twice 
a week, if nothing forbids, to promote expectora- 
tion ; change of air and gentle exercife are good j 
the diet fhould be light, mild, and nutritive - y as 
jellies, broths, milk, butter-milk, &c. Dr. Sim*f 
mons's excellent treatife on this fubject may be. 
confulted.

Children are moft 
fubjeclt to this complaint, and women of delicate 
conftitutions. 

Treatment. If a plethora be indicated, 
bleed ; if otherwife, avoid it ; Witters,, laxatives, 
and emollient clyfters, if nothing forbid ;. the ner- 
vous and antifpafmodic medicines, as afiafcetida, 
caftor, camphire, mufk, volatile falts, with opium, 
if neceflary. If the bowels are convulfed, opium 
may be. added to the clyfters alfo. The parts 
may be rubbed externally with balf. anod. and lin. 
vol. or other warm anodyne embrocation : free 
air mould be allowed to the patient. 

In children, this complaint often proceeds from 
an acid in the prima via y magnefia is then proper. 
Wori»s may alfo occafion it, anthelmintics are in 
this cafe to be given ; blifters,,and anodynes, given 
with caution, are good.

Keep the body rather 
Jax ; and prefcribe tincl. fulig. or other antifpaf- 
modic ; gentle fedatives of fyr. e mecon. are 
efficacious ; blifters, gentle fudorifics, and a (pare, 
thin, but nourishing diet. Bark may be given, 
with caftor, to fupport the patient's ftrcngth. But 
change of air, frequently repeated, fometimes 
does wonders in thefe cafes.

Emetics, cathartics, pulv. rach 
valer. in large quantities ; bark, chalybeates, fea- 
bathing ; eleftricity, millepedes, and aethiops 
mineral, have been of ufe ; blifters and bleeding, 
if judged necefTary. If worms are the caufe, 
give anthelmintics. 

DEAFNESS. 

Treatment. If it proceeds from hardened 
wax, fyringe the ears, and drop in ol. amygd. 
If the wax be deficient, ol. amygd. with a little 
ol.rofifmar,or thelike. If cold be the caufcywarmth ; 
the remedies ufed againft colds,, and fyringing 
with fome, warm foft liquid. If it be nervous,

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give the nervous medicines, bark, &c. and apply 
blifters. Electricity has been found ufeful. In 
inflammation, bleed, purge, blifter, foment, 
poultice, and prefcribe the pediluvia. If there be 
ulcers, ufe injections, with tindt. myrrh, honey, 
&c. If infects are in the ear, fill the meatus 
with warm oil or water, or throw in the fumes 
of tobacco.

If it proceeds from anything 
offenfive in the bowels, give rhubarb firfr, either 
in powder or tincture j and afterwards aftringents 

and 
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and abforbents, as jul. e cret. el eft. e fcord. cxtr< 
lig. camp. pulv. e bolo, "&c. with or without 
opium as you fee neceflary. Starch glyfters, 
with opium, elect, e fcord. &c. and bleeding, if 
neceflary, may be prefcribed. 

If weaknefs of the bowels and indigeftion 
-©ccafion tli3 complaint, the bitters, bark, or 
chalybeates. If obftrufted perfpiration, gentle 
fudorifics fhould be interpofed. 

Sometimes a purging ; s an effort cf nature, to 
relieve the conftitution from offending matters, 
or it is critical. You m'uft be careful to diftin- 
guifh in' thefe caufes, as checking the purging 
may be followed by a fever, or other bad conse- 
quences. 

In diarrhoeas, vegetable and acefcentdiet fhould 
•be refrained from ; decoct, alb. is belt for c&mmon 
drink, and rice viftuals for food. When purg- 
ings proceed from a putrefcent caufe, ripe fruits 
and antifeptics are proper,

there is a collection of water in the abdomen, it 
is termed A/cites ; if in the brain, Hydrocephalus ; 
if in the breaft, Hydrops pectoris ; if in the womb, 
Hydrops uteri ; and if in the fcrotum, Hydrocele. 

In common dropfics the legs ufually fwell, and 
a dent or pit remains for fome time after prefling 
the flefti with the finger ; the appetite abates ; the 
face either bloats or becomes thin and pale ; little 
urine is made ; third, flow fever, fhortnefs of 
breath, laflitude and heavinefs 5 thefe fymptoms 
obtain efpecially in the anafarca and afcites. In 
the hydrocephalus, convulfions, fquinting, lhun- 
ning the light, opening of the futures, and 
vomiting of bile, commonly attend, efpecially it 
the di'feafe be far advanced. 

Treatment. In the Anafarca and A/cites, 
purges with jalap, fcammony, calomel, gamboge, 
elaterium, or the like, twice or thrice a wee*. 
Tina, cupri. fquills, tincl. cantharid. fal diuretic. 
or fal abfinth. with bitter infufion. Emetics and 
fudorifics. Miners and fcarifications, prdenbed 
with due caution, have often good effect, other- 
wife they may do harm. Bark may be given u 
the urength flags, or consumptive fymptoms 
appear. Weak liquids of all kinds ufed to be 
avoided, but are now allowed freely with fuccefs, 
efpecially after the draftic purge-.. Cryftals or 
tartar given in large quantity, have had good 
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cffecT:. Gum guaiacum has alfo been recom- 
mended. In this complaint bread is generally 
ordered to be toafted, and flefh to be bilked, 
roafted, or broiled. Smoaking is of great ufe, 
and muftard feeds taken whole have often been 
of fervice. If the diforder arifeth from the too 
copious ufe of weak liquids, or obftru&ed perfpir- 
ation, fudorifics are w uch to be depended upon. 
If from drunkennefs, riding on horfeback, and 
the ufe of wine, or rather geneva diluted with 
water, in moderate quantity, will be ufeful. If 
from a confumptive tendency, diuretics, joined 
with corroborants. If after great lofs of blood, 
or from tedious fevers, cathartics fhould not be 
ufed too freely, but chalybeate bitters fhould be 
chiefly relied on. In the Jfcites, tapping muft be 
performed, if the methods above recommended 
fail. 

In Dropfy of the brea/i^ diuretics are chiefly to 
be employed, cathartics only occallonally. Blif- 
ters applied below the breaft, and even on the 
thighs or legs, and kept open, are alfo very 
effectual. 

In the Hydrocephalus intcrmus^ a falivation 
excited by mercury has of late been recommend- 
ed, but its efHcacy is not yet clearly afcertained ; 
purges may be given, and medicines of the 
carminative and antifpafmodic kind. Blilters, 
ietons, and iffues fhould alfo be prefcribed. 

In the Dropfy of the vjomb^ emetics, ftimulating 

clyfters, 
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clyfters, and occafionally, cathartics ; diuretic, 
attenuant, and refolvent medicines fhould be 
given ; and fomentations and vapour baths 
advifed. 

In the Hydrocele, let out the water with the 
trocar at the bottom part of the fcrotum ; but 
when water is contained in the cellular mem- 
brane, treat it as an Anafarca.

A rhubarb, or other gentle 
purge, and after proper evacuation, julep e cret. 
with fpermaceti, and an opiate. Bleed, if you 
find it necefiaryj and give ftarch clyfters with 
opium and aftringents ; bolufes of bees-wax and 
fpermaceti, or half, locat. with el. e fcord, are 
efficacious. Small dofes (a grain <>r two) of 
ipecac, have often fucceeded ; as hath alfo vitrum 
antim. cerat. in dofes of gr. v. with fome opiate,, 
occafionally repeated. Sudorifics are fometimes 
of ufe, by promoting a determination to the 
furface of the body. Emollient fomentation?, 
and balfamic clyfters with opium, will beft 
remove the tenefmus. 

The diet as in the diarrhoea. Milk with mut- 
ton 
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ton fuet boiled in it, and the fat afterwards taken 
tfiF, is efteemed excellent.

EPILEPSY. 
Symptoms. Languid pulfe, pale countenance,, 
and afterwards great pain in the head, with ftupor. 
and drowfinefs, fometimes precede the fit v 
though it often comes on without thefe previous 
fymptoms. The patient falls down fuddenly, 
gnafhes the teeth, froths at the mouth, ufes many 
difaereeable gefticulations and diftortion?, and 
fometimes difcharges involuntarily by ftool and 

urine. 

D 2. Treatment, 
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Treatment. If the veflels are full,, bleed; 
emetics and laxatives are proper ; warm, nervous, 
and attenuating remedies, as caftor, valerian, 
aflafcetida, cinnabar, vifcus querc. ol. animal, fal 
c. c. &c. fhould be directed. Blifters kept open, 
and fetons are very ferviceable ; flowers of zinc 
fcave fucceeded well, a grain or two at a dofe 
once or twice a day. To reftore the ftrength, 
and prevent returns, the bark, or other corrobo- 
rant, and the cold bath, with proper diet, air, 
and exercife. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Symptoms. The ufual precurfory fymproms 
©f a fever j the face, or other parts affe&ed, 
inflamed ; with fcurf, pimples, and blifters ; heat, 
rednefs, itching and fmarting ; drowfinefs and 
difficulty of breathing commonly attend. 

Treatment. Bleed, and give proper leni- 
tives, and cooling diaphoretic febrifuges. Blifters, 
and cordial fudorifics, as camphire, contrayerva, 
&c. if low pulfe and malignancy require. The 
parts maybe bathed with foftening fomentations, 
milk, &c.

TREATMENT, 
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Treatment. Bleed, purge, apply leeches to 
the temples, and blifter the back, or behind the 
ears ; cooling febrifuges may alfo be given j 
direct collyriums, with vitr. alb. face, faturn. or 
alum ; or if aftringents difagree, warm milk, 
decoction of mallow leaves in milk or water, 
or other emollient fomentation ; or poul- 
tice of milk and bread, and bathe the feet in warm 
water. If it arifeth from mere weakness of the 
vejfels, aftringent collyriums, or alum curd j and 
bark, or other tonics, may be given internally. 
If Nervous, join valerian, caftor, or the like, with 
the bark. If Scorbutic, or other humours attend, 
perpetual blifters or fetons, with mercurial, or 
other proper alteratives. If Tubercles in the eye 
are the caufe, anoint them with ung. caerul. and 
give fmall dofes of calomel till they dilperfe. 

For watery Eyes, gentle cathartics and altera- 
tives, and wafh them with brandy and water. 
For fpecks in the eye, blow lap. cal. fugar, of. 
faepiae, tutty, white vitriol with fugar, or the like, 
through a fmall tube into the eye ; or drop in 
folutions of white vitriol, face, faturn. &c.

red, and by there being no mining rednefs over 
the fauces. 

Treatment. Febrifuges, bark, and antifep- 
tics ; blifters if neceiTary. Proper laxatives, and 
detergent gargles. Vitrum antimon. cerat. has 
been round uleiul. Borax, alum, or fpt. vitriol, 
when mixed in final 1 quantity with honey,are good 
to touch the aphthae with. See alfo Tbrujb* 
FEVER £.fyjll>ddtuUi. See Kryfipclas. 

FEVER inflammatory. 

Symptoms. Shivering, followed by heat, and 
quick pulfe ; naufea, anxiety, reftlefinefs, white 
and dry tongue, thirft, and fometimes pain in the 
head and back. 

Treatment. If there be fulnefs of vefTels, 
bleed ; give proper laxatives, and if the ftomach 
be foul, an emetic ; faline febrifuges, with fmall 
dofes of vin. antim. or tart, emetic, and if dia- 
phorefis be wanted, add contrayerva. If delirious, 
blifter, and give julep e cam ph. If colliquative 
fweats, the decoct, cort. with or without elix 
vitriol. If Jpafm and catching of the tendons, 
with low pulfe, blifter the arms and legs, and apply 

ftimulating 
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ftimulating plaifters to the feet, firft bathing 
them with warm water. If hiccups, ]u\. e mcfch. 
While the pulfe is high, and inflammatory, fymp- 
toms continue, the antiphlogiftic treatment, cool- 
ing febrifuge?, acids, and gentle aperients are pro- 
per. But care muft be taken not to bring the 
patient too low, elfe he will want ftrcngth to car- 
ry him through the difeafe. Gentle opiates may 
b; ordered at night occafionally in cafe of reft- 
lefTnefs. If the pulfe finks, he mould be fupporl- 
ed with proper cordials. Coftivenefs fhould be 
-avoided, and even. a., purging fhould be checked., 
with caution, being generally cither critical, or rt 
leaft falutary. The prefent and paft fymptoms 
comoared, will beft direct the treatment rn fevers. 
DilutingaciJulated liquids are properT the food 
may be panada, gruels, puddings, and chicken 
broth, with bread, but no flefli. Food or liquids 
particularly longed for fhould be given. Care 
fhould be taken to avoid too great heat and impure 
air. 

FEVER. Intermittent. See Ague. 

FEVER Miliary. 
Symptoms. Shivering, heat, lownefs of fpirits,, 
oppreffton about the prsecordia, fighing. On the 
third or fourth day the eruption (preceded by 
profufe fweat of a fourifh fmell, with tingling or 
pricking fenfation) appears, chiefly on the neck,, 
breaft, and back ; of little bladders refembling 
millet-feeds, (from whence the fever is denomi- 
nated) 
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n?.ted) which are either white or red, according 
to the colour of the liquid they contain, and fomt- 
times both forts. The eruption being out, the 
fymptoms uiually abate ; the urine, which before 
was pale, becomes higher coloured. The erup- 
tions commonly d.y in about feven days, and the 
fkin peels off. 

Treatment. Bleed, if nothing forbids 4 
(but this fhould be done with great caution) and 
give f dine febrifuges, accompanied with laxatives 
and diaphoretics, as the fymptoms may require. 
If bilious matter be fufpe&ed in the' ftomach, an 
emetic may be proper. If delirium appear?, 
blifter ; if low nervous fymptoms, give proper 
cordials ; if putrid ones and petechia, the bark ; 
if aphtha?, gargles with tincl. myrrh, tincl:. rofar. 
mel, or the like. Acidulated liquids, fruit, &c. 
fhould be given in this difeafe, the air kept pure, 
and the room not too hot. 

FEVER Milk, 

It arifeth about the third or fourth day after 
delivery, with fwelling of the breafts, and pain 
{hooting towards the axillae ; the breafts fome- 
times are hard, hot, and inflamed ; generally con- 
tinues a day or two, then terminates in copious 
fweats and difcharge of urine. 

Treatment. Bleed, if the inflammation be 
great ; keep the body open, and let the breafts be 
frequently drawn. In cafe of hardnefs or inflam- 
mation* emollieiitibmentations and poultices. 

FEVERS 
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FEVERS mixed, 
Are thofe wherein the fymptoms of inflamma- 
tory, nervous, putrid, and other fevers, are more 
or lefs blended together •> and muft therefore be 
treated according to their appearances. 

FEVER puerperal. 

Symptoms. Begins in two or three days after 
delivery, with the ufual febrile fymptoms ; and 
arifeth from an inflammation of the omentum and 
interlines ; pain in the fore part of the head, flufh- 
ing in the face, fhort breath, fuppreflion of the 
lochia. 

Treatment. In cafe of cofHvenefs, emol- 
lient glyfters ; and if neceflary, gentle cathartics ; 
then mild diaphoretics, as faline draughts with vin. 
antim. and proper diluents. Emetics exhibited 
early, have been known to have been attended 
with remarkable fuccefs in this difeafe in the 
Hotel Dieu at Paris. 

FEVER, putrid or malignant. 

Symptoms. A giddinefs precedes the attack*, 
then burning heat, fudJen lofs of ftrength, heavi- 
nefs, lownefs of fpirit^, watching, pulfe weak, low, 
and unequal ; anxiety, oppreflion at the prarcor- 
dia, naufea, vomiting, hoife in the ears, delirium, 
coma, catching of the tendons, a black dry tongue) 
and thin crude urine. Petechia often appear on 
the fourth, fifth, and feventh days. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding, unlefs the 
$>ulfe indicates its neceflity ; give fmall defes of 

tart. 
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fcirt. emet. or pulv. jacobin with julep e camp, and 
if neceflary, rhubarb, or other gentle laxative 
ihould be occafionally interpofed. Ail emetic in 
the beginning is often efficacious. Antifeptics, 
the bark, and cordials are proper ; as are alio blif- 
ters. Opiates fliould.be cautioufly adminiftered, 
and purgings, unJefs critical, fhould be checked. 
Sinapifms to the feet are proper in cafe of ftupor ; 
antifpafmodics and jul. e mofch. in cafe of con- 
vulfive fymptoms, or hiccups. The liquids 
drank fhould be acidulated ; fruit may be allowed, 
as may alfo wine ; the air in the room fhould be 
kept as pure as poflible, and not too warm ; vine- 
gar fhould be fprinkled on the floor. Picking 
the bed-clothes in this difeafe is a bad fymptom. 

FEVER remittent^ (Simple.) 
- Symptoms. The remittent fever differs from 
the continual and intermittent, in that after a 
certain number of hours it remits, or abates, but 
does not go off. It is alfo called the autumnal 
re?nitting Fiver, the bilious Fever, the mctrfh 
Fever, and the camp Fever. 

Ufually comes on fuddenly, with debility, loW- 
nefsof fpirits, chillinefs, and other febrile fymp- 
toms ; the hands tremble ; countenance pale or 
yellowifh ; fkin dry, breathing difficult, and pulfe 
fmall and quick ; great naufea fucceeds. Vo- 
miting of bile, and fometimes difcharge of it by 
(tool ; tongue becomes foul, delirium follows, 
moift.ure on the face, and at length on the other 
E part?,

parts, when the retnijfion follows. As thedifor- 
der increafes the remiflions are lefs, and at length 
fcarcely perceptible ; the mouth, teeth, and lips, 
covered with a black cruft ; tongue very dry and 
ftiff, fo that the patient's voice can hardly be 
heard. 

Treatment. Bleed not but with great 
precaution ; an emetic is fometimes proper ; the 
body fhould be opened if necefTary; then give 
'faline febrifuges, to bring on regular intermif- 
fions; this done, prefcribe the bark copioufly, as 
directed for the ague. 

FEVER, fcarlct. (Simple.) 
Symptoms. The ufual precurfory fymptoms 
of a fever, viz. Shivering, heat, &c. then art 
efflorefcence of a fcarlet colour appears all over 
the fkin, but does not rife above the furface ; 
with heat, drynefs, and itching. In three or 
four days it disappears, and the cuticle comes off 
In branny fcales. 

Treatment. Cooling faline febrifuges, with 
gentle laxatives and diaphoretics, if neceflary. 
FEVER, fcarlet, (Malignant.) 
Symptoms. Chillinefs, languor, ficknefs, 
opprefTion, fucceeded by heat, naufea, vomiting, 
fore throat,quick pulfe,and difficult breathing ; the 
tonfils inflamed and ulcerated. On the third 
day the efflorefcence appears. 

Treatment. Saline febrifuges, joined 
©ccauonally with contrayerva, or other gentle 
diaphore tic 3 blifters on the back and throat 

bleed 
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bleed and purge with great caution. If coftive- 
nefs, clyfters are beft ; and if inflammatory 
fymptoms, cupping or leeches ; if a putrid ten- 
dency appears, the bark, with rad. ferp. virg. 
or rattlefnake root ; tincl. theb. or tinct. 
cinnam.may be added if it purges ; gargles of tincl;. 
myrrh, tincl. rofar. mel^fpt. falis, or the like, 
which fhould be injected with a fyringe. 

FEVER, flow, or nervous. 

Symptoms. Shiverings, laihtude, wearing, 
fighing, pale defponding looks, great anxiety, 
depreffion of fpirits, pain and giddinefs of the 
head, white tongue (fometimcs red) with a 
yellow or brownifh lift running along the middle 
of it, but no thirft j naufea, difficulty of breathing, 
pulfe weak, quick, and unequal ; urine limpid and 
pale ; pain and coldnefs in the back part of the 
head ; drowfinefs. Thefe fymptoms are all worie 
towards night ; if a delirium, not violent, but a 
muttering to themfel/es ; iOmetimes miliary erup- 
tions and fweats appear, but feldom afford relief. 

Treatment. Gentle cordial diaphoretics ; 
previous to which, an emetic, if nothing forbids. 
Coftivenefs fhould be removed bygentle laxatives j 
bleeding fhould be refrained from, unlefs urgent 
fymptoms indicate ; blifters ; if an intermifTion. 
appears, the bark ; if convulfions, mufk with caf- 
tor or other antifpafmodics ; if aphthce, gargles, 
with tincl. myrrh, honey, tin£t. rofar. dccodlu 
cort. alum, or the like 3 and in cafe of much 

phlegm,

phlegm, oxymel fcillit. or ipecac, to bring it up. 
Care {hould be taken after the fever, to rcftore 
the patient by proper nutritious diet, chalybeatf 
waters, bark, &c.

Symptoms. A flux of thin matter from the 
vagina, of a tranfparent or white colour, fome- 
times tinctured with yellow or green ; fometimes 
it is fharp and corroding, with a foetid fmell, efpe- 
cially when of long continuance. 

Treatment. An emetic will generally be 
proper at firft ; then give olibanum, balf. copaiv. 
pulv. e fuccin. bark, or the like. In phlegmatic, 
conftitutions chalybeates, alum, or white vitriol 5 
the extract cicut. is often of great ufe ; ftrength- 
ening plaifters may be applied to the back and 
loins, aftringent injections ufed, and a light, but 
{lengthening andnutritive diet,with little exercife. 
FLUX, Bloody. See DyfenUry. 

FRACTURES. 

Treatment. Replace the ends or pieces of 
the bone fo as to be in their natural fituation j 
and keep them in that polture by proper com-' 
prefles, fplint?, bandages, &j. but not too tight 5 
and vinegar may be poured on them. If there 
be great inflammation or tumour, bleed, and ufe 
other proper methods to remove tbem before you 
attempt reduction. If there be loofe fragments 
orfplinters which hinder the extenfion and reduc- 
tion, or caufe irritation, remove them by proper 
incilions, or otherwife. The limb, or part, rauft 
be kept ftill ; proper diet muft be ordered ; the 
callus will be formed in a month or two, accord- 
ing to the bone injured,. &c.

If the fracture be of a defperate kind, or mor* 
tification comes on which cannot be got under, 
amputation is neceflary ; the joint fhould be 
cautioufly moved at times to prevent ftiffnefs ; 
the medical treatment fhould be regulated ac- 
cording to the fymptoms that arife. 

FUROR UTERINUS. 

Symptoms. Melancholy, taciturnity, rednefs 
of the face, lafcivious looks, irregular hyfteric 
fymptoms, as crying, laughing, &c. and at length, 
an immoderate defire of coition, accompanied 
with libidinous fpeeches and geftures. It is 
peculiar to the female fex, and proceeds from an 
abundance of acrimony of the fluids fecreted in 
the pudtnda. 

Treatment. Bleeding, and cooling purges ; 
nitre ; or refrigerant, diuretic, and diluting, 
liquids j anodynes and thin diet.

Aromatic, ftomachic gr. iv. gfT.

Nervous, antifpafmodic, gr. v. ad rjj. or 
paternally in plaifters. 

GALLS. 
Aftringent gr. ij. ad vj. or more j or outwardly 
in liniments for the pile«, &c.

GANGRENE, 
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GANGRENE. 

Symptoms. In fome cafes, when a part is 
violently inflamed, the inflammation and pain 
fuddenly difappear ; the integuments turn pale, 
blue, livid, orblackifh ; the fkin becomes flaccid 
and pitting, with bladders filled with yellow or 
reddifh ichor ; and this is termed Gangrene. 

Treatment. Scarify and foment the parts' 
with fotus comm. and fpt. vin. camph. apply 
poultices of oatmeal and beer, and give cordial 
mediciner, with plenty of bark. In gangrene o£ 
the toes, particularly in old people, opium haa 
been found particularly ferviceable. 

GARLICK. 

Expectorant, diuretic, emmenagogue, a chive 
or two at a dofe, or in infufion. 

GENTIAN. 
Stomachic, fee Infufion {bitter.) 

GINGER. 

Cordial, aromatic, carminative, gr. v. or ir* 
infufion. 

GLEET. 

See Venereal Difeafe ; but if it does not pro- 
ceed from that caufe, the fame treatment will be 
proper, viz. Corroborants, as bark, olibanum, 
alum, elix. vitriol, balf. copaiv. &c. and if necef- 
fary, aftringent injections and the cold bath.

GOUT. 

Symptoms. An acute pain in the joints, par- 
ticularly of the feet. It is called regular when 
feated in the extremities, returns at ftated periods > 
and gradually declines. Irregular^ when the fits 
are uncertain and frequent, when the fymptoms 
vary, and when the difeafe attacks the ftomach, 
head, or other internal parts , chiefly affects the 
membranes, tendons, and ligaments ; the pain 
like that of a diflocated bone, with a fenfation as 
if warm water was poured on the part, fucceeded 
by chillinefs and flight fever : a breathing fweat 
comes on at the end of the fit, and the part fwelk ; 
the fit returns at intervals, till the gouty matter is 
fpent ; the longer the intervals, the more fevere 
the fit ; but the fymptoms are too well known, 
to need further enumeration in a work of this 
nature. 

Treatment. Cordials are beft during the 
fit j the body fhould not be coftive ; opiates may 
be occafionally given ; the part fhould be wrapt 
in flannel, and relaxing or other topical applica- 
tions, as the cafe may require ; a temperate diet, 
exercife, friction,, and the bath waters ; fome 
have ventured to blifter the part with fuccefe.

falts, millepedes, rofemary, or other nervous and 
attenuant remedies. Calomel, or chalybeate*, if 
obftruaion be the caufe ; emetics and cathartics 
difcretionally j fternutatories fhould alfo be ufed. 
H HEMORRHAGE external. 
Apply balf. traumat. cobweb, dry lint, flour, 
agaric, alum, or the vitriolic ftyptics ^ if an ar-- 
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tery is injured, take it up, or apply the fpunge 
tent. 
HEMORRHAGE internal. See Blood,

HARTSHORN, Burnt, 

Aftringent, abforbent, ^j. ad .gj. See Decoe 
tion, white.

HEAD-ACH. 

Treatment. Ifoccafioned by plethora, ufe 
the pediluvium j bleed or cup, and purge : and if 
by vifcid bloody give attenuants alfb- ; if by a foul 
ftomach, an emetic ; if by coftivencfs, purges; if it 
be nervous , caftor, valerian, baric, fpt. lav. c. fpt. 
vol. arom. afTafoetida ; blifter the back ; and 
bathe the temples, forehead, &c. with aether, or 
fpt. fal a~nmon. with a little roch alum in it ; if a 
weak ftomach., give bitters or other ftomachics. 
Hcad-achs may arife from various other caufes,.- 
\vhich,when known,will indicate proper remedies. 

HEART-BURN. 
The common heart-burn, proceeding from 
acidity irritating the upper orifice of the ftomach, 
magnefia, chalk, tabellae, cardial, fpt. vol. arom. 
or weak (blutions of fal abfinth. remove it for the 
time ; but to cure it, the ftomachic corroborants 
muft be given.^ 

Heart-burn 
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Heart-burn may be occafioned by corroding 
humours of other kinds, and will not therefore 
be eafed by alkalis ; emetics, with plenty of cham- 
omile tea or other liquid, to cleanfe the ftomach, 
are here proper ; cathartics may alfo be ufeful, 
and thefe may be followed by ftomachics ; but 
water with gum arabic diflblved in it, will give 
occasional relief. Worms will alfo fometimesocca- 
fion this complaint ; vermifuges are then proper. 

HELLEBORE, Black. 
Deobftruent, attenuant, alterative,gr. v. ad rjfT. 
or more. See its TinBure and Extraft, 

HELLEBORE, White. 
Emetic, gr. v. ad ^fl". fternutatory.

The common hiccup is ufually removed by 
drinking a draught of any weak, liquid, by hold- 
ing the breath, and fometimes by /wallowing dry 
tread. 

For the hiccup or finguluts, which come on ia 
the lair ftages of fever, Sec. give julep, e mofch. 
or mufk in fubftance, in large dofes ; volatile f.dt, 
caftor or the like ; to which, opium may be 
difcretionally added. When it is a primary 
difeafe, ftemutatories and emetics ; and e;np. 
{torn, applied to the fcrob.cordis have been ufeful. 

HIERA PICRA. 

Cathartic, deobftruent, ^ff. ad g>j, or more.

HONEY. 
Pecloral, detergent. 

HONEY, Egyplan, 
Detergent, deftroys fungous flefh.

HYDROPHOBIA. 

It is of more confequence here to defcribe the 
fymptoms in the dog than thole of the patient. 
We may know the do£ to be mad by his dull 
heavy look, endeavouring to hidehimfelf; feldorn 
or never barking ; angry and marls at ftrangers, 
but fawns on his owner; rcfufes all food, droops, 
hangs down his ears and tail, and often lies down 
as if going to fleep ; this is the firft ftage* 

He now begins to breathe quick and heavy, 
fhoots out his tongue, Havers, and froths at the 
mouth ; looks half afleep ; flies fuddenly at by- 
flanders ; runs forward in a curve line ; at length 
he knows not his owner, his eyes become thick 
and dim, and water runs from them ; tongue of a 
lead colour ; grows weak and faint ; often falls 
down, then rifes, and attempts to fly at ibmething ; 
grows nvd and furious; the nearer to this ftate, 
the more dangerous the bite. 

If the ftate of the dog cannot be obtained, he 
may be known to have been mad, or the difordcr 
may be known to be this by the following effects. 
which will come on fooner or later : The bitten 
part begins to be painful, wandering pains come 
on gradually, with hcavinefs and uneaflnefs ; 
difturbed fleep, frightful dreams, flartings, Ipafms, 
fighing, anxiety, love of foiitude ; pains ilioot 
from the bitten part up to the throat, with ftraight- 
F nefs, 
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ncfs, fenfation of choking, and horror or dread at 
fight of water or other liquids, which is a fuffi- 
cient characleriftic of the difeafe. 

Treatment. Cut out the bitten part imme- 
diately, which is the only certain cure : cupping- 
glafles mould then be applied ; cauterize and waih 
it daily with fait water, or ung. caerul. fort, keep- 
ing it open with efcharotics ; bleed, if the veflels 
be full ; vomit with mere. emet. flav. give mofch. 
gr. xvi. cinnabar 51I". (to which camphire and pil. 
iapon. ad gr. vii. may be added) at night, and a 
purge the next morning ; bathe in the fea, or cold 
bath, and give a fudorific ; repeat thefe for a week 
daily, and three or four times at the next full 
and change of the moon. 

Ung. caerul. mit. applied externally, and turbith 
mineral given inwardly, fo as to raife a falivation 
for feveral weeks, are laid to be efficacious. The 
ufual remedy known is now the Ormfldrk med- 
icine ; but this has failed in a variety of cafes, and 
has indeed been proved to be of no efficacy. 

HYPOCHONDRIASIS. 

Symptoms are generally low-fpiritednefs (the 
difqrder being chiefly in the imagination) hea- 
vinefs, oppreffion, anddefpondency ; yet at times 
uncommon cheerfulnefs and flow of fpirits ; tim- 
idity, anxiety, fear, dread of dying, fhort cough, 
difficult breath, flatulency, pale urine, pains in the 
head, odd fancies, fpafms. 

Treatment, 
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Treatment. Bark, and other tonics ; ner- 
vous antiipufmodics, as caftor, valerian, aflafoetida, 
&c. attenuants, as volatile ialts and fpirits ; bitters 
and chalybeates if no fever ; emetics, aperients, 
opiates, ifiues, and bliftcrs difcretionally ; the cold 
bath and chalybeate waters, food light and eafy of 
digeftion, cheerful company, and gentle exercife. 
HYSTERIA 

In women, are fimiiar to the hypochondriacs 
in men, but ufually more violent, and attended 
with convulfive fits ; which ufually come on with 
oppreffion at the bread, difficult breathing, a fei^e 
of fomething rifing in the throat, which fcems to 
threaten fuffocation ; convulfive motions ; froth- 
ing at the mouth ; laughing, and fometimes 
crying. May be known from a mere fyncope 
by the pulfe and breathing continuing, whereas 
in a fyncope they are not perceptible ; it alfo 
comes on gradually, but a fyncope more fuddenly ; 
in that, the fit is of fhort continuance, in this, 
ufually much longer ; with a colour in the face, 
which is not the cafe in a fyncope. 

Treatment of the diforder itfelf, as in the 
hypochondriaca. In the fit volatile fcetids, finged 
feathers, &c. may be applied to the noftrils ; and 
cold water and volatile foetids given. The feet 
and legs may be placed in warm water ; the pure 
cold air (hould be freely admitted ; cold water 
may be fprinkled on the face and breaft ; and if 
a plethora be indicated, bleed s otherwife cau- 
tiously 
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tioufly avoid it. In this difeafe, particular atten- 
tion ihould be riven to the ltate of the menfes r

This difeafe appears often under a variety of 
forms ; for a more particular account than can 
here be given, Sydenham, and other authors may 
be eonfulted.

If the pain abates, leaving behind a fenfe of 
weight, with frequent fhiverings, followed by 
heat, and whitifh turbid urine, it denotes fuppu- 
ration, balf. capiv. with nitre, and rhubarb, or 
©ther balfamic diuretics. The pain fuddenly 
remitting, with cold fweats, intermitting pulfe, 
hiccup, foetid urine, and fuppreflion of that dis- 
charge, are figns of mortification.

Differs from a true Perip- 
neumonyj in having neither extraordinary heat, 
pain, thirft, or fever ; and by its ufually feizing 
thofe of a relaxed and grofs habit ; prevailing molt 
in moift foggy weather, contrary to the other. 

Treatment. Bleed not, unlefs the pulfe be 
very full, and comatofe fymptoms appear ; blifters, 
emetics, laxatives, emollient clyfters, attenuants 
and diluents ; pectorals for the cough, and opiates 
if neceflary.

Symptoms. Heat, pain, tenfion, rednefs, and 
throbbing in the part ; fever ; that part proceed- 
ing to fuppuration or folution, gangrene, or 
fcirrhus. 

Remove any perceivable ex- 
ternal caufe ; bleed, purge, and give diaphoretic 
febrifuges ; apply emollient fomentations and 
poultices to the part. If matter forms, ceafe 
evacuation, and forward the fuppuration ; when 
ripe, open the abfcefs and digeft it off. If gan- 
crene appears, treat as directed under that article. 
b PHRENSY, 
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PHRENSY, Phrenitis, or Inflammation of the 
Brain. 

Symptoms. Conitant delirium and fever, 
difficult breathing, violent pain in the head ; red- 
nefs of eyes and face, pulfe quick, hard, and fmall ; 
tongue black and dry, urine thin and tranfparent, 
fudden ftartings, picking the bed-clothes. 
Known from a common fever, &c. by the delir- 
ium preceding the fever. 

Treatment. Bleed largely ; ftimulating; 
clyflers, blifters, the pediluvium, and fmapifms to 
the feet ; fpirituous embrocations to the head, 
firft Qiaved. Nitre, fal c. c. or other attenuants, 
purges, and diluents ; promoting the haenaorrhoi- 
dal ilux is of great ufe. 

PHTHISIS. See Confumptlon. 

PHYMOSIS and PARAPHYMOSIS. 

Symptoms. The firft is aclofing of the pre- 
puce over the glans penis, fo as not to be drawn 
back j the laft, a conftriction of it behind the 
glans, fo as not to be drawn forward over it. 

Treatment. Foment, poultice, bteedy and; 
purge ; vomit if neceflary ; and give cooling feb- 
rifuges. If thefe fail, proper incifions muft be 
made. & 

PILES, or painful Tumours in the Anus er Reclum, 

Treatment. Bleed, if neceflary ; and give 
fulphur, or aethiops mineral, nitre, and ele<Sb. 
lenitiv. opiates if they are very painful y and if

they are external, foment them with warm emo]. 
lient liquors, or anoint them with ung. famb. or 
the like ; if they bleed much, apply gentle aftiin- 
gents j if much fwelled and inflamed, fcarify, or 
apply leeches to them. Balf. fulph. is very proper 
to apply to the Piks y and the ung. caerul. has alfo 
been found ufeful. They may more expeditioufly 
be driven away by liniments made of powder of 
galls, or fugar of lead, or by wafliing them with 
folutions of white or blue vitriol. But as the 
hemorrhoidal difcharge is generally falutary, cau- 
tion muft be ufed in repelling them.

If they proceed 
from foul blood or a fcorbutic caufe (as it is termed ) 
treat them with alterative?, as directed for the 
Land Scurvy ; with now and then a cooling 
purge. 

PLAGUE. 

Symptoms. Shivering ; pain in the head, 
back, and ftomach ; fickneft and vomiting; def- 
pondency, anxiety, difficult breathing, wildnefs of 
countenance, high fever, faintings, hiccups, and 
catching of the tendons. Tumours at length 
appear in the groin, arm-pits, or behind the 
ears ; and then the fever abates, but returns if the 
tumours fink. Fcetid breath and fvveat ; livid 
fpots, fometimes broad, and fuddenly difappearing. 
Carbuncles arife in the worft (rate of the difeafe, 
which feldom fuppu rate kindly, but appear as red 
fiery circles j are fmall tumours with corrupted 
flefh underneath, and are attended with great 
itching. The fymptoms, however, vary accord- 
ing to the conftitution and frate of the air, but 

thefe are the moft general. 

Treatment. 
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Treatment. The tumours are critical, and 
fhould be encouraged by ripening cataplafms and 
proper cordials ; the carbuncles fhould be poul- 
ticed with cataplafm e cymino, or the like ; and if 
they appear gangrenous, fcarify, and drefs them 
with ol. terebinth, and hot digeftives, as in 
Mortifications. 

The difeafe itfelf fhould be treated with diapho- 
retics, antifeptics,cordials,antiphlogiftics, or other 
remedies, according to the fymptoms ; but in gen- 
eral, camphi re, nitre, fnakeroot, and bark, &c. an 
emetic being firft given, feems moil eligible in 
this dreadful diforder. 

N. B. The vapcur generated by nitre* efpe- 
cially if the deflagration be made with odoriferous 
ingredient^, is faid to prevent infection. 

Inoculation has lately been recommended in 
the Plagueby Dr. SamoiIowkz y a Ruffian phy- 
fician •, but if the difeafe (as feems to be the cafe) 
is liable to attack more than once, this can be of 
no ufe.

Treatment as in the V eripneumony •■> but 
repeated bleeding, laxatives, and cooling attenu- 
antf, as fal c. c> with nitre are chiefly to be 
relied on. 

POISONS. 

Treatment. When thefe are taken, if the 
time has been but fhort, give a firong emetic ot 
white or blue vitriol, drinking plentifully of warm. 
water to wafh the ftomach ; oily clyfters fhould 
alio be given repeatedly, as fhould likewife ca- 
thartics. If corrofive fublimate was the poifon, 
give folution of any fixed alcaline fait. If opium, 
or other narcotic, give acids (as vinegar) ji'ith 
water or broth ; apply blifters; and if neceflary, 
bleed. Care muft be taken to continue theft; 
operations a fufficient time ; afterwards the 
ftomach and bowefs fhould be healed with proper 
balfamic remedies, broths, &c.

Warm fomenta- 
tions are good ; the part may be covered with 
H 2 flannel, • 
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flannel, diluents {houki be freely given, and a dra— 
phorefis kept up; When the urine depofits a 
oopiou* fediment, the bark may be given ; it may 
lie joined with fome of the above, and opium may 
be occafionally added. 

RHEUMATISM chronic. 

Differs from the acute ^ in that it is not attend- 
ed' with fever or inflammation in the part ; and 
chiefly attacks thofe advanced in life, contrary to 
the other. 

Treatment. If neceflary,. bleed, and purge 
■with eleel:. e fcammon. fena, &c. Pulv. doveri, 
or other anodyne fudorific, may be given. Calo- 
mel in fmall dofes, with vin. antim. has been 
found efficacious ; as hath lilcewife kermes mineral, 
■with camphire, about three grains of each. Bark 
and farfaparilla are given by fome ;. but gum gua- 
iacum with volatile falts, the guaiacum with an 
opiate, or fal c. c. with nitre, and Julep e camph. 
according to circumftances, are generally fuccefs- 
ful. Warm embrocations to the part, and flan- 
nel are alfo ferviceable ; cold bathing, where not 
improper on other accounts ; a flannel {hirt worn 
next the fkin, is a good preventive of a return. 
JV. B. Muftard has been effe&ual,. taken inward- 
Jy, and rubbed into the part. Electricity, fri&ion 
and exercife of the part, are ufefuL

Cold bathing ; friction ; ba- 
thing the back with fpirituous embrocations, or 
warm balfamic liniments ; ftrengthening plaifters ;

grofs and high feafoned diet muft be avoided ; 
vegetable acids, efpecially Seville oranges, are 
proper, 

SCURVY, 
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SCURVY. 
Symptoms. Heavinefs, latitude, low fpirlt?, 
offenfive breath, tender gums, fallow bloated 
countenance, haemorrhages from the nofe and 
mouth, difficult breathing, fwelling of the legs, 
yellow, purple, or livid fpots on the fkin ; tumours 
in the limbs j contraction of the tendons of the 
ham j other fymptoms occur, but they differ in 
different fubjecls, as do likewife thofe above-men- 
t'foned ; and the difeafe is in general fufHciently 
known. It is, however, diftinguithed into Sea 
and Land Scurvy. 

Treatment. In the Sea Scurvy, the juices 
are expofed to putridity from the ufe of animal 
food, and moid air ; antifeptics therefore will be 
proper, as vegetables, vegetable acids, fruit, cyder, 
&c. Infufion of malt, in defect of thefe, or 
liquors made of molafTes cr fugar. Baric, and 
elix. vitr. acid. good. Liquids impregnated with 
fixed air for common drink, and wholefome air. 
Chalybeates have been found ferviceable, efpecially 
when joined with the bitters, or bark. 

The Land Scurvy (improperly fo called) is 
rather a cutaneous difeafe ; icurfy or fcabby erup- 
tions appear, either partially, or more univerfally j 
often with itching and heat. 

The antimonial alteratives, with gentle mercu- 
rials, are often efficacious ; aq. calcis c. fucc. 
fcorbutic, or the like, may be ufed with them. 
Cream of tartar and flowers of fulphur are good. 
The parts may be anointed with faturnine lini- 
ment?, 
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ments, with a little white precipitate if necefTary.

SMALL-POX, 
Symptoms. GhiHinefs, fhivering, heat, pain 
in the head and back, fickneis and pain at the 
ftomach, and fometi nes vomiting; fever, cof- 
ti venefc, con vul five fits fometimes in children, 
which is a good fymptom. On the th ; rd or 
fourth day the eruption appears, like flea-bites, in 
the face, breaft, arms, body, and feet fucceffively ; 

■pains 
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pains and forenefs in the throat. The eruption 
being compleated, the fever goes off or abate?. 
The eruptions fill, or maturate like boil?, and 
the fkin between them is alio red ; the eye-lids, 
face, hands, and feet, fwell fucceflively ; the 
pocks from red, grow whitifh and fmooth in the 
body, and yellow and rough in the face, full of 
a white matter. About the feventh day from 
the eruption, (fometimes the ninth) they dry, or 
turn as it is called, and fcale off, leaving red 
marks, and fometimes pits behind. 

Treatment. If the pulfe be full and ftrong 
at the beginning, bleed ; and if necefTary, or the 
period be fufficiently early, purge, and give an 
emetic. During the eruptive fever, cooling 
febrifuges, with laxatives, or clyfters occasion- 
ally ; but if the fymptoms require it (as low pulfe, 
&c.) gentle cordials and diaphoretics. After the 
eruption, little is generally required but a gentle 
anodyne at night, proper diluents, and if necefiary, 
opening clyfters, &c. If purging comes on, 
check it with caution : if delirium or fever, apply 
bliirers ; and if the pock finks, give bark, with ' 
proper diaphoretics and cordials ; efpecially if 
malignant or putrid fymptoms, or petechia 
appear. Spt. vitrioli dulcis is alio good in thefe 
cafes, as are finapifms to the feet. 

In the confluent kind, all the fymptoms are 

worfe than in the dl/iincl. The eruption makes 

its appearance- a day or two later, ana does not 

1 come 
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come to its height till the eleventh or fourteenth 
day after ; the fever alfo continues after the erup- 
tion appears, and a falivation comes on, which 
mud by no means be checked. The patient 
requires to be fupported more in this cafe than 
in the other ; care, however, muft be taken in 
both kinds to avoid too much heat, or a heating 
regimen j and pure, and even cool air, where no 
objection appears, is falutary. If the puftules 
are opened, and the matter let out, fo much the 
hetter ; efpecially if danger of their finking or 
ftriking in appears. Purging is eftecmed proper 
after this difeafe. 

To maculate for the Small-Pox, take a little 
matter from a puftule, after the eruptive fever, 
an the point of a lancet, and infert it in the arm 
(by making a fmall puncture or two) between 
the true and fcarf fkin, which may afterwards be 
prefled down with the flat fide of the lancet. 
Three or four days afterwards the punctures 
appear inflamed ; in about three days more the 
^recurfory fymptoms come on, and at length the 
eruption. 

Previous to the inoculation, a mercurial purge 
or two may be adminiftered, if the patient is of a 
full or grofs habit ; and he Ihould alfo be reftrain- 
cd to a milk and farinaceous or vegetable diet, 
avoiding efpecially high feafoned food. It is 
found beft to keep him out of bed, and even now 
and then in the cold air. The fymptoms are 

generally 
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generally fo favourable, that little affiftance is re- 
quited from medicine, except a few mercurial 
purges after the diforder goes off.

The body muft be 
kept properly open ; but purgings (hould be 
checked. Gentle exercife, wholefomc air, and 
proper mild diet, with the ufe of affes milk, and 
the like, are often of much fervice.

Treatment. Bleed, purge, and even vomit, 
if neceffary, in order to caufe revulfion. War, a 
emollient fomentations and poultices are ufually 
recommended ; but Dr. Simmons,m his ingenious 
practical treatifo on the Gonorrhoea, recommen is 
cold applications to the p?rr, as being much 
more efficacious. Febrifuges and gentle dia- 
phoretics, with an anodyne at ni^ht, are- good.

detergent gargles, compc/fed of tincl. myrrh, 
honey, &c. or the tinct. rofar. Blifters if necef- 
fary j and if much fever, proper cooling febi ifu- 
ges.

Symptoms. Little ulcers in the mouth and 
throat, of a white or yellow colour. Frequent 
in children. 

Treatment. Keep the body gently open 
with magnefta or rhubarb ; give the feline mix- 
ture, with pulv. e ch. <jb or contrayerva c. and 
touch the ulcers now and then with fyr. moror. 
and borax, or with alum, bol. arm. and honey, 
tincl. rofar. &c. See alfo Fever Afthofe, Fever 
Miliary, Angina Maligna, and Venereal Dijeafe, 
TIN Filings.

Try to difperfe them with mercurial un&ioa 
or pLiiler, or friction ; or if thefe fail, hemlock 
fo notations and poultices, and give ext. cieut. 
or mercurials, with farfaparilla, &c. and occafional 
purees. If you cannot difperfe them, endeavour 
at fuppuration ; if that fails, extirpation, where it 
can be done, is the only cure..

Externally in coll/riums for the eyes ; cooling, 
aftringent- 

TYMPANY. 

A collection of wind or air in the intefcines, 
particularly the colon, by which they become 
violently diftended. It fometimes arifes from 
checking a diarrhoea, or from the imprudent ufe 
of bark in intermittents. 

Treatment. If fever and full pulfe, bleed ; 
keep the body open with gentle laxatives, joined- 
with aromatics; but refrain from ftrong purges,, 
and from carminacives not joined with proper 
aperients. The belly fhould be frequently rub- 
bed, and fwathed with flannel. Exercife is good ; 
gentle corroborants as fior. chamaem. with fmalt 
dofes of chalybeates joined with aromatics, are 

alio very proper.

Treatment. Keep it comprefTed with 
proper bandages, and if neceflary, bleed and 
evacuate.

VENEREAL Difeafe. 

Symptoms. A few days after an impure 
coition, a titillation about the glans penis ; heat 
and pricking pain in making water ; then a 
difcharge of matter from the urethra, at flrft 
whitifh, and in fmall quantity ; afterwards yellow 
or green, or even reddifb, and more copious. If 
it be fuffered to proceed, inflammation and excori- 
ation follow ; painful eredtion or chordee. Some- 
times phymofis (or an inability of drawing the 
fkin back over the glans) paraphymofis (or an 
inability of drawing the fkin forward fo as to cover 
the glans) fwelling of the tefticles, chancrer, bu- 
boes, fcabby eruptions, nocturnal pains, nodes, 
carious bones, ulcers in the throat and nofe, &c. 

Treatment. In the beginning, bleed, if 
nothing forbids ; and give a cooling purge, a 
(mall dofe of calomel, mere, calcinat. or other 
proper mercurial, every night ; and nitre, with 
gum arabic and fome gentle lenitive, feveral times 
jn the day; repeating the purge oc^ahonally. If 
thefe are not judged fuiouejit, a fiiull quantity of 
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ung. caerul. fort, may be rubbed into the thigh or 
leg every night. The parts fhould be kept clean 
by wafhing them with warm milk and water. 
This courfe (hould be perfifted in till the virulence 
is fub lued, afterwards a few cooling purges ; and 
balf. capiv. with afiringent, or other injections, 
if gleet or ulcer remain, will uiually be fufficient. 

Buboes are generally advifed to be difperfed 
with ung. caerul. fore, but if they are advanced, 
they (houId.be brought forward by proper fuppu* 
ratives, opened and digefted thoroughly oft, 
wnich is ufually attended with the moft falutary 
effects. Abfcefles in perinaeo, fnould, if poffible, 
be difperfed. 

Chancres may be anointed with ung. caerul. 
fort, after warning them with aq. phagedenic. 
For the Hernia Humoralis fee Tejlidcs, fee alfa 
Phymofis. 

When the diforder is a confirmed Lues, we 
fhould either falivate, or at leaft keep the blood 
for fome time highly charged with mercury ; fop 
either of which purpofes calomel, or ere. calci- 
nat.&c.fhoula be given inwardly; and 3 A; or 3 j # 
of uno-. caerul. fort, rubbed every nigat into the 
thighs. In ihort, the whole dependence muft be 
on mercury for deftroying. the virulency, other 
remedies being only had recourfe to occaUonally, 
according to the fymptoms that arife. Thus, in- 
flammatory fymptoms are to be removed by 
bleeding, purging, or other proper medicines ; 
K 2 ufcersi 
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ulcers, abfcefTes, &c. ftiould be treated as requi-r 
red in fuch cafes ; but the difeafc which is the 
caufe of thefe {hould be principally attended to, 
and when that is fubdued by a proper mercurial 
courfe, the other fymptoms will either difappear, 
or may be removed by requifite methods. A 
G/ecty for example, will fometimes remain after the 
diforder is cured j and muft be treated with cor- 
roborants, and, if necefTary, aftringent injections 5 
the cold bath, and a ftrengthening diet. 

VERDIGRIS. 

Externally detergent,good againft fungous flefh. 

VERTIGO. 

Symptoms. Objects, though at reft, feem to 
turn round ; dimnefs of fight, and fear of falling. 

Treatment. Bleed in the jugular, and cup 
In the back part of the head ; Miners kept open ; 
a vomit and laxatives ; then the nervous medicines, 
as pil. gum. caftor, fal c. c. &c. and chalybeate 
waters.

cannot lie down but on the fide afFe£ted. 

Treatment. Gentle medicines of the tur- 
pentine kind, balfamics and diuretics, fleams of 
ho. water, with balf. Tolu, benzoin, &c. received 
into the lungs j occasional laxatives, bleeding if 
inflammation, foft balfkmic food, and gentle 
cxercife. 

VOMITING. 

Treatment. If it arifeth from foulnefs of 
ftonach (:'s bile, acidity, &c ) a vomit wiil be 
ufeful ; and afterwards, if neceffary,- a rhubarb 
or other gentle purge; and fromachic c ,magne.ia,. 
opiates, Sec. according to circumfrances. If from 
fpafn^, the faline draught, and proper opiates ; 
medicines of the nervous clafs, joined with laxa- 
tives ; and if necefTtry, a blifter to the back. If* 
from inflammation, bleeding, cooling diluents and 
febrifuges, as the faline draughts with proper lax- 
ative^ ; and anodynes at difcretion. If from 
weakn jfs of the ftomach,bark, bitters,or other cor- 
roborants ; premifing a vomit if judged neceffary. 
Chalybeate waters are alfo proper* If the itom- 
ach be fore, as it is termed, the. balf. traumat. 
fpermaceti, or other balfamics, are good. In vom- 
itings, the beft forrn. of medicine is pills.

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Vomitings are often fymptomatic, as in fits of 
the gravel, pregnancy, &c. the original diforder 
muit, in thofe cafes, claim the chief attention,

Treatment. As this complaint arifes from 
a relaxed ftate of the fphin&er of the bladder, it 
rr.uft be cured by proper corroborant remedies, as 
bark, tinct. rofar. tinch ftypt. elix. vitriol, alum, 
bitters, and the like. Tind. canthar. has been 
found efficacious, as hath alfo vitriol caerul. in 
dofes of half a grain, twice in a day. Exercifc, 
and light, but ftrengthening diet, are alfo proper. 

URINE, SufpreJJlon of. 
Called Ifcuria^ if total ; Strangury, if but in 
part j and Difury, if the latter be attended with 
heat ; and are ufually occafioned by inflammation 
or fpafms on the neck of the bladder, in cortfe* 
qurnce of blifter c , or fome other C2ufe. 

Treatment. Medicines with ol. amygd. and 
plenty of gum arable, with opiates or camphire, 
if necefTary. The body mould be kept open 
with gentle laxatives, and emollient clyfters ; if 
neceflaiy, bleed, fonent the belly, and advile the 
warm bath. If caruncles in the urethra are the 

caufe, 
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caufe, bougies, introduced with proper caution^ 
are ferviceable. 

UTERUS inflamed, &c. See Womb. 

WAPvTS.

Treatment. Bleeding, laxatives, emollient 
clyfters, cooling febrifuges, diluting liquors, fo- 
mentations and poultices, &c. as in other inflam- 
mations. (See Stomach, Bladder, Kidnies, Sec.) 

If a Cancer fucceed?, it xuft be palliated with 
gentle anodynes, oocafional bleeding and laxa- 
tives j and proper detergent, or other injections. 

WORMS. 
Symptoms, Itching of the note and anus 5 hun- 
ger 
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geiywith ravenous appetite ; naufea ; aW gnawing 
psm in the fiomach or inteilincs ; foetid breath ; 
grinding of the teeth, and moaning in flcep ; 
intermitting weak pulie, and hedtic fetfer ; 
faintings, and fometimes convulfive fit e j pale- 
11-fs ; wafting of the ftefjv But there are feveral 
kinds of worms. Itching about the anus, with 
tenefmus, are figns of afcarides, or final! thread, 
worms. Sudden gripings about the navel, denote 
the common round worms. Gnawing pains in 
the ftomach, and voiacioufnefs, the maw worms. 
And a weight in the belly, like the rolling of a 
ball, thetenea, or tape worm. 

Treatment. Fin filings, with rhubarb, or 
other proper aperient ; faem. fan ton. calomel, 
aethiop?, or other mecurials, every night ; with a 
purine now and then. Indian pink-root ^ff. irfc 
powder, or coralHn. The infufion of bears-foot 
leaves is efteemed good ; cabbage-tree bark 
has alfo been recommended. Aloes, wormwood, 
rue, favine. efpecially in clyfters ; and for the 
afcaridef , oil of olives^ or the fumes of tobacco 
thrown up the re&um ; for the tape worm, the 
rr.r.Ie fern root gj. every hour for three times, 
and prefently after a ftrong drafttc mercurial 
purge. See Dr. Simmons's ingenious pamphlet 
6n the fubjecT' Corroborants are proper after a, 
courfe of anthelmintic medicines.

D-refs with fome mild diges- 
tive, or defenfative ; and if fungous flefh appears, 
ISfe efcarotics, afterwards cicatrize. 

If there be lofs of flefh, defend the part from 
foi air with proper, mild, vulnerary dreflingp, 
rwhiffe nature fupplies the loft. In other refpeas 
(the future excepted) proceed as above.. If an 
fcrtery or vein be wounded or divided, apply 
Jryptics, ligatures,. &c. according to circumftan- 
ces. If a nerve be divided in part (as violent 
pain, convullions, and dilirium will indicate) 
■divide it intirely ; as muft alfo be the cafe with 
2 tendon or artery in like cireumftances If 
there be fever, bleed, purge, and give cooling 
febrifuges; and if inflammation, apply emollient 
poultices and fomentations. If the patient is 
low, and the wound does not go on kindly,, bark, 
or other proper cordial and ftrengthening medi- 
cines, with fiutabfe diet, foould be Pj^ribed.
